‘All My Children,’ ‘One 
Life to Live’ get the ax

Two classic ABC soap operas will soon 
meet their demise: “All My Children” 
and “One Life to Live” will air their final 
episodes in September and January, re- 
spectively, leaving only “General Hospital” 
to survive them. No word yet on whether 
they'll rise from the dead, like “One Life

to Live’s” Elijah Clarke, after being snuffed 
out. 

Since it premiered in 1970, “All My Chil- 
dren” has received more than 30 Emmy 
Awards and made history by airing day- 
time TV’s first same-sex kiss between two 
women, as well as its first lesbian wedding 
and the first coming-out story for a trans- 
gender character. 

The Emmy Award-winning “One Live 
to Live” has been on the air since 1968 and 
was among the first in daytime television 


to cover interracial romance, gang violence 
and teen pregnancy. The show made na- 
tional headlines when it introduced a gay 
teen character (played by Ryan Phillippe). 
In place of the two soaps will be two 
new series, “The Chew,” a food show co- 
hosted by Mario Batali set to premiere in 
September, and “The Revolution” (work- 
ing title), a makeover show hosted by Tim 
Gunn that focuses on “health and lifestyle 
transformations” that will make its debut 


in January. 


Relax, you have 
3 extra days to 
pay Uncle Sam

NEW YORK You get three extra days to file 
your taxes this year. They'll be due April 18. 

But it’s not because of a previously an- 
nounced processing delay that will prevent 
people who itemize their taxes from fil- 
ing before mid- to late February, the IRS 
said Tuesday. Instead, the bonus days come 
thanks to Emancipation Day, a little-known 
Washington, D.C., holiday that celebrates 
the freeing of slaves in the district. 

Emancipation Day falls on Saturday this 
year, but it is being observed Friday in Wash- 
ington, D.C. That prompted the IRS to ex- 
tend the tax filing deadline to April 18 this 
year. Under the tax code, filing deadlines 
can't fall on Saturdays, Sundays or holidays. 

The last time an extension was granted for 
this reason was in 2007. 

But don’t expect a separate—or longer— 
extension to make up for the IRS’ process- 
ing delay, agency spokesman Anthony Burke 
said. 

The delay—caused by Congress waiting 
until late December to pass new tax poli- 
cies—means the 50 million taxpayers who 
itemize their taxes on a Schedule A form 
can't file until February. 

However, the IRS estimates that fewer 
than 9 million taxpayers will end up being af- 
fected by the delay, based on historical filing 
patterns. 

“It’s a very small percentage of folks who 
will be affected,” Burke said. “There’s no real 
reason why they would need time beyond 
April 18 because these are the people who 
want to file early anyway, and who may not 
be able to file early due to events the IRS 
couldn't really have done anything about.” 

People who do need more time to file their 
taxes can submit Form 4868 for a six-month 
extension, Burke added.

Reality TV is largely a barren, forbidding 
wasteland I am forced to travel as a pop culture 
columnist.

I wanted to be a part of it and now, I’m only 25, but I have a growing 
business and I maintain that passion and that drive.

I’m happy I did it, but I went to school, I 
worked for amazing companies before I was on “Project Runway.”

The president, accompanied by his chief of 
staff, Chicagoan William Daley, arrived shortly 
after 5 p.m. He at-

At the first event, 
with about 100 or 
sO supporters at 
NoNE, Obama was 
joined by Mayor 
Daley, Mayor-elect

digan, Illinois Secretary of State Jesse White 
and Cook County Board President Toni Preck- 
winkle. 

Obama spoke for about 20 minutes. He 
started off by talking about some of the people 
he knew in the room, singling out Emanuel for 
special treatment. 

“Yes, he is foul-mouthed, yes that finger 
thing is a little creepy, but I love him anyway,” 
he said of his ex-chief of staff. 

He noted there were people in the room 
from all periods of his Chicago life, saying, “As 
I look across the room, it’s arecord of my adult 
life.” He then started speaking of what inspired 
him to get into the 2008 campaign and then a 
long list of his accomplishments while in of- 
fice: the health care bill, the stimulus, reform 
of “don’t ask don’t tell” and putting two women 
on the Supreme Court. 

He also noted the challenges remaining. 

“We've still got 100,000 troops in Afghani-

Blago gears up for Round 2

A federal judge Thursday signaled game-on for 
next week’s scheduled corruption retrial of Rod 
Blagojevich, forcing the former governor back 
to court after occupying himself for months 
with frequent proclamations of victimhood and 
a stint as a TV pitchman for pistachios. 

US. District Judge James B. Zagel rejected a 
last-ditch attempt by Blagojevich to delay the 
scheduled Wednesday start of jury selection, 
with defense lawyers contending that they have 
been too tied up with pre-trial motions to pre- 
pare for the main event. 

But Zagel said that shouldn't be a problem 
because the new trial would be pretty much like 


the old one that ended in murky fashion in Au- 
gust, only streamlined. 

The reality may be more nuanced, with 
Blagojevich trial 2.0 promising at once to be 
similar and different from the initial go-around. 
It will be part rerun and part revamp of a legal 
showdown over charges of serial corruption 
culminating in an attempt to sell a vacant US. 
Senate seat. 

From the government’s perspective, a key 
challenge will be to repackage the same evi- 
dence, including dozens of secretly recorded 
wiretaps, into an easier-to-digest form to ad- 
dress complaints from jurors in the first trial 
that the case was confusing and meandered. 


“The complexity of the trial we found daunt- 
ing,” recalled James Matsumoto of Chicago, the 
foreman of that jury, which convicted Blagojev- 
ich on one criminal count and deadlocked on all 
23 others. 

The defense hurdle is even more basic. With 
taxpayers picking up the tab in the place of 
Blagojevich’s now fully drained political fund, 
his legal team has been downsized and shorn of 
its tactical stars from the first trial—the theatri- 
cal father-son duo of Sam Adam Sr. and Jr. 

It remains unclear whether the trial will in- 
clude testimony from Blagojevich himself, 
something Matsumoto predicted would almost 
surely backfire on the defense. 


Lakeview mom charged with murder

A Lakeview mother who was reportedly suf- 
fering from severe postpartum depression has 
been charged with first-degree murder in the 
suffocation death of her 8-month-old son ear- 
lier this year. 

Janet Thies-Keogh, 30, cried quietly in court 
while prosecutors detailed the Feb. 7 death of 
her son, Colin, in their condo in the 3900 block 
of North Ashland Avenue. 

Prosecutors said Keogh’s husband left their 


home about 6:30 p.m. to play tennis with 
friends. 

About an hour later, he called and asked 
Thies-Keogh how she was doing, and she re- 
plied, “Not good. You’d better come home.” 

“She kept saying, ‘It’s too late. It’s too late, 
said Assistant State’s Attorney Jamie Santini. 

While he rushed home, the woman’s hus- 
band called 911 and told dispatchers he thought 
his wife “may have done something to his baby 
or herself,” Santini said. He then called her back

and she told him that she had killed the child. 

Thies-Keogh, who is originally from Des 
Plaines, was arrested Wednesday in that suburb, 
according to police reports. 

Her attorney, Thomas Brandstrader, said 
Thies-Keogh was hospitalized for several weeks 
after the incident and has been under intensive 
psychiatric care since being released, apparent- 
ly suffering from postpartum psychosis. Thies- 
Keogh has no criminal background, according 
to prosecutors. 


Fake IDs 
busted 
at O’Hare

Customs agents at O’Hare have 
seized more than 1,700 “high 
quality” counterfeit driver’s li- 
censes that have been shipped 
from China this year. 

The licenses were for Illinois, 
Ohio, South Dakota, Wiscon- 
sin, Florida, Georgia and Penn- 
sylvania, according to the US. 
Customs and Border Protection. 
Most were addressed to college 
students and apparently were or- 
dered online. 

“Federal, state and local law en- 
forcement agencies are conduct- 
ing investigations regarding some 
of the intended recipients,” Cus- 
toms officials said. “Our greatest 
concern is the ease at which these 
high quality fakes can be ordered 
over the Internet.” 

In some cases, the counterfeit 
licenses were shipped in enve- 
lopes; in others they were hidden 
inside shipments of electronic 
and gift items, the department 
said. 


City to up meter fund

5 | WASHINGTON A budget deal reached 

last week to avert a government shut- 
down won approval Thursday from both 
the House and Senate, sending it to Presi- 
dent Obama for his signature. 

The measure cuts $38.5 billion in spend- 
ing while funding the government for the 
rest of the current fiscal year, which ends 
Sept. 30. With its passage, the White 
House and Congress now will focus on 
what are expected to be more rancorous 
battles over a budget for fiscal 2012 and 
the upcoming need to raise the federal 
debt limit. 

A final-hour agreement April 8 in talks 
involving Obama, Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid (D-Nev.), and House Speaker 
John Boehner included the spending cuts 
demanded by Republicans as a step to- 
ward controlling America’s skyrocketing 


debt. 


HEALTH CARE VOTE 


As part of the budget agreement, 
Congress also voted Thursday on mea- 
sures to de-fund Planned Parenthood 
and President Obama’s health care 
overhaul. As expected, both passed 
the House and were defeated in the 
Democratic-controlled Senate. 


Among other things, the spending pack- 
age slashes funding from a wide range of 
domestic programs and services, including 
high-speed rail, emergency first respond- 
ers and the National Endowment for the 
Arts. 

“No matter how we may disagree be- 
tween parties, no matter how much we 
spend time debating the issues, at some 
point we’re going to have to come togeth- 
er as Americans,” Obama said Thursday 
morning.

KORVER AND HIS LONG-RANGE SHOOTING 
GIVE THE ’11 TEAM ITS NEW STEVE KERR

Derrick Rose is the leading man, no doubt, in the Bulls’ nightly “Madhouse on 


Madison” show. But a star is only as good as his supporting cast. Considering Rose 


has said he’d like to try his hand at acting one day, it’s appropriate one of his Bulls 


co-stars is a knee-high-sock-wearing Ashton Kutcher. 


OK, not really. It’s just sharpshooter Kyle 
Korver, who happens to bear an uncanny re- 
semblance to the Hollywood star. 

But don’t let that small disappointment 
stop you from jumping on the Bulls bandwag- 
on this year. It makes its first stop at the Unit- 
ed Center at noon Saturday, when the Bulls 
kick off their playoff run against Indiana. 

In what has become the resurgence of a 
once-dominant NBA franchise, Korver and 
his long-range shooting have proved key. 

He’s averaging 8.3 points per game for the 
second unit that has become known as the 
Bench Mob. Wednesday night, with Bulls 
starters struggling or resting, Korver led the 
team with 19 points on 7-of-13 shooting. More 
important, he gives the Bulls an outside shoot- 
ing threat, hitting 41.5 percent of his 3-point- 
ers (120 of 289). While playing for Utah last 
season, he shot an NBA-record 54 percent 
from beyond the 3-point line, breaking the 
15-year-old mark set by former Bull Steve Kerr. 

Fans might be surprised to hear, though, that 
Korver’s shot hasn’t always been so accurate. 

“T had the Joakim Noah helicopter spin on 
my shot until my junior year in high school,” 
said Korver, 30. “T shot it from the side of my 
head, and I had a lot of people trying to teach 
me how to shoot.”

So how did he evolve into the natural, ef- 
fortless shooter he is today? 

“You just take a lot of shots,” Korver said 
matter-of-factly. “It’s not about spending a lot 
of time in the gym; it’s about being productive 
with the time that you are in the gym. People 
talk about getting up 500 shots a day or 1,000 
shots a day—for me it’s not like that. I’ve got 
to find that rhythm. Once I get that rhythm, I 
take a few more shots and it’s all good. Shoot- 
ing is finding a form that you can be consis- 
tent with, that you can have every single day, 
and then shooting like crazy.” 

If repetition like that sounds like—gasp— 
work, Korver said it is, especially when you 
throw in playing for Tom Thibodeau, one of 
the most demanding coaches around. 

“Does it ever feel like work? Heck yeah it 
feels like work. You come and play for Thibs 
for a year and see if it’s not work,” he said, jok- 
ing and being serious at the same time. 

But you still might be asking yourself, who 
is Kyle Korver? 

For starters, the L.A.-born and Iowa-raised 
player comes from a basketball family, and 
he’s known the game his entire life. 

“My family is a big basketball family so we 
would always talk about the game and how it’s 
played,” he said. “Not just athletic ability and

It’s not just because the famous chef 
recently co-wrote a memoir about his battle 
with tongue cancer and earned the top-tier 
Michelin Guide rating of three stars for Alin- 
ea, the mind-blowingly innovative restaurant 
he owns with Nick Kokonas.

The front of Next looks like a normal restau- 
rant, with a small entrance corridor where a 
smiling hostess requested our reservation 
name but didn’t take our “tickets,” aka a print- 
out of our email confirmation. Like Achatz and 
Kokonas promised before opening, there’s 

no Epcot Center-like Paris decor. The nar- 

row room dead-ends into the open kitchen 
and is neutral as can be, with white table- 
cloths, brown floors and train track-like metal 
beams bending across the ceiling to evoke 
the feeling of travel. It’s bright and bustling, 
with mostly 20- and 30-somethings filling the 
tables and upbeat French tunes floating in the 
background. Next to us, two blazer-clad guys 
posed thumbs-up with a platter of duck for a 
photo snapped by their LBD-wearing dates. 


The service 
isnt a bit stuffy 


Our server and food presenters led 
us through the eight-course dinner 
with warmth and humor. If dining at 
the Ritz in Paris 1906 was preten- 
tious, then that’s one quality I’m glad 
didn’t translate here. Though the 
process of creating each course is 
elaborate, the staff doesn’t inundate 
with a monologue for each course, 
so don't be afraid to ask questions 
after hearing their brief but witty 
descriptions of each dish. Thanks to 
weeks of training and a 100-question 
exam, they know the answers, down 
to the kind of duck—a breed named 
Alina, chosen after considering 
about 20 different ones—served in 
the fifth course. 


Details are dutifully attended to 


It’s clear that under the watchful eyes of Achatz and execu- 
tive chef Dave Beran, each dish was impeccably prepared, 
plated and presented, and if you don’t take the time to savor 
the details, you’re missing out. Watch how bread is placed on 
your plate using a fork and spoon carefully clamped together 
to function as tongs, or the way an anchovy is draped over a 
tiny soft-boiled quail egg on the hors d’oeuvres tray. On the 
third course, a plate of crawfish and sole in a creamy golden 
pool of sauce normande, our favorite bites were neither the 
crawfish nor the sole itself, but rather its two tiny sidekicks: 

a spicy stuffed mushroom and creamy breaded nugget of 
sole roe. For dessert, a sweet, syrupy tawny port played off 
the subtle flavors of the bombe Ceylan, a cocoa-covered ice 
cream dome garnished with little booze bombs in the form of 
rum-soaked cherries. And throughout the meal, shiny silver 
platters and gold-rimmed plates hint at the grandeur of the 
Ritz, where food was “presented as a part of a grand buffet, or 
served upon great platters set amongst the guests at large ta- 
bles.” That’s according to Next’s playbill, which takes the place 
of a menu (which you can take home as a souvenir). 


Some dishes 
probably will be 
underappreciated 


The second course, a richly flavor- 
ful bowl of turtle consomme with a 
few tiny squares of vegetables, was 
immediately dismissed by my date 
with an “Eh, what's the big deal?” 
The effort that goes into a seem- 
ingly simple dish—in this case, the 
meticulous process of straining 
turtle broth to turn it into the clear 
liquid that is consomme, as our 
server explained—may be lost on 
those expecting fireworks from ev- 
ery course.

| rarely order chicken and wasn't especially jazzed about the fourth 
course, a seemingly skimpy diamond-shaped cut of spring chicken with 
salt pork-wrapped poached cucumber slices on the side. When a server 
said with a smirk that it “tastes like chicken,” he couldn’t have been 
more right: These were the most tender, moist bites of chicken I’ve ever 
tasted, with the most concentrated flavor. The biggest surprise of the 
night, hands down.

The value is there—if you're 
not buying inflated resale 


Base dinner prices run $65-$110 depending on the day 
and time (a Wednesday dinner is, for example, cheaper 
than prime time Saturday). Our 7:15 p.m. Thursday reser- 
vation cost $98 per person. With wine pairings 

($48 each), tax and an 18 percent service charge cover- 
ing gratuity, our dinner for two totaled $376.68. Next is 
doing what it can to deter scalpers, but the limited length 
of Next’s menus is making tickets a hot commodity. 


Is it weird to 
liken Next to 
prom night? 

Like your senior prom or wed- 
ding day, there’s so much 
built-up excitement for Next, 
just because of the hoopla sur- 
rounding scoring tickets. So | 
couldn't help that “Is it really 
over?” feeling when the coffee 
and mignardises landed on the 
table. | left knowing that I had 
been a part of something really 
special, a glimpse into the past 
that in just a matter of weeks 
will be a thing of the past itself. 


Bottom line 


| wouldn't say it was “nirva- 
na,” as did one gushing diner 
that Metromix interviewed 

on Next’s opening night, but | 
definitely did feel transported. 
While none of us was alive 

in 1906 Paris and most of us 
might not ever be able to un- 
derstand the painstaking pro- 
cess of re-creating Escoffier’s 
cuisine, anyone walking into 
Next can appreciate how deli- 
cious it tastes. | expect that 
Next will create these once- 
in-a-lifetime experiences over 
and over again. And rightfully 
trusting that whatever the 
restaurant serves will continue 
to be impeccable, diners will 
only want to come back again 
and again.

Social media’s the ticket 


No question, the opening of Next and the forthcom- 
ing bar next door, The Aviary, wouldn't be the same 
without social media. On the morning Next opened, 
Grant Achatz didn’t send out a news release. Instead, 
he posted a link to a video to his followers on Twitter. 

When ticket sales for Next started, the restaurant’s 
Facebook page was ground zero for comments from 
fans reporting whether they'd received their invita- 
tions and how long the site, taxed with a high volume 
of users, took to respond. Kokonas regularly responds 
to fans’ questions, from if the Paris 1906 menu would 
have a vegetarian option (no) to whether Next’s ticket 
website works on an iPhone (yes). 

Since the initial release of tickets sold out, more 
tables are being released intermittently on nextres 
taurant.com for those cleared to buy tickets. Next’s 
Facebook page remains the best way to be notified 
about additional ticket releases and walk-in tables, 
which Kokonas promises sporadically for the next 
few weeks working up to a steady one per day.

The verdict: Calling “Rio” creatively bank- 
rupt is a massive understatement.

Up,” is populated with nothing but stock 
characters and situations that seem to last for 
days. (“Rio” rivals “Legend of the Guard- 
ians: The Owls of Ga’hoole” in its power to 
make you hate birds.) Characters mention 
the importance of freedom without suggest- 
ing they even know what that means. And, 
of course, gratuitous musical performances 
open and close the movie as if it takes place 
in Disney World’s Tiki Room. I mean, great, 
Jamie Foxx as a bird! 


When your house is a Zoo 


Remember when a cobra got loose at the 
Brooklyn Zoo a few weeks ago? Well, if that 
didn’t scare 
you, there are 


thousands of ‘The Elephantin 
exotic animals the Living Room’ 
, (Not rated) 


including poi- 
sonous snakes 
and lions, in 
private residences around the country that 
also pose a danger to their owners and the 
public. Of course, the owners proclaim a 
special relationship with their unusual pets, 
which this documentary tries to explore 
along with the controversy. 


The verdict: For the love of sensible film- 
making, stop with the fading in and out! 
Director Michael Webber’s technique makes 
“The Elephant in the Living Room” feel like 
a lion continually closing and opening its 
eyes, an annoying choice that also inhibits 
the movie’s ability to transition smoothly 
from one idea to another. It’s fascinating that 
animals can be loving pets one minute and 
deadly killers the next, not to mention that 
there are laws requiring dog tags but little to 
nothing regulating lion ownership. Yet there’s 
just not enough detail in “The Elephant in 
the Living Room.”
